munistic. 
I Ii#* irony of the situation in America is that the 
working men and women of this nation, who have a tar 
firmer hold over th#*ir government than any other people 
on earth, ar#* being coaxed by the Left-Wing group to 
stage a social revolution— a revolution in which ii is 
perfectly obvious that they would surrender their present 
* authority and wind up with no power whatever to curb 
the envisioned future dictator.
